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There's one thing for sure: being a UFO investigator certainly has its 
ups and downs! It can be dnll routine, day after day; it can be fiUed 
with moments of depression, with unwarranted denigration and 
rudeness from the least expected people. But il can also generate a 
great deal of excitement and s atisfaction for those involved. And at this 
moment in time we are having a tenifícaliy interesting, very impressivc 
sighcing, rigtit bere in Zimbabwe. 

It all started with an alleged 'meteor shower' which is dìscussed at 
Íengíh elsewhere in this magazine. And then carae the other reports', 
like the children at Arìel School; the young boy and his mother who 
had a daylight sighting; the truck driver at night seeing 'people' 
approaching him; ali within a few days of each other. It was great and 
all of those of us invoìved were on a decided high! We had no need for 
aicoholic drinks, uor drugs, nor any kind of stimulatioc, for right hcre 
on our doorstep was one of tbe most exciting UFO stories of the year; 
UFOs had íanded in Zimbabwe! 

The BBC (from Britain) weae mterested enough to want a documentary 
on the story; South African Tdevision chartered a plane to come and 
fiim what was going on, and it was viewed by thnasatnis on thc 
programme AGENDA on Tuesday, 22“* November, 1994, Zimbabwe 
Television, a little slow oíT the mark, were there with their cameraman, 
Producer, and Presenter JiU Darke.

The oniy ones who remained in complete ignorance of what was going 
on were the daily newspapers; and why should they care if they were 
missing ovtì. on perhaps coe of tfae biggest stones of the year? 

And to add the cbeny to the creamy top, Dr John Mack of Cambridge 
Hospital, the Medical School attached to Harvard University, USA 
arrived in Harare on 28* November to inveshgaíe even furlher

But if abductions are all fitntasy, then how does one account for the 
scenarios, known only to investigators, from abductees far removed 
from tbe American scene? I have oaly had one fuìly reported 
abductíon inthis part of the world, wheretwo women (a iftother and her 
married daughter) were involved. We did not use bypnosis as we knew 
cf no-one suMciently qualified in this field to hsadle someihing like 
this; so all the events were described as recalJ came back to the two 
involved. As time went on, events woe described months after the 
initial happenìng, sometimes vsrified by each other, but not so aJl thc 
time. And yet tbe abduction pattem was there: (1) no recollection of 
actually being removed fiam the vehicle and only recalling being 
propelled aboard some typc of craft. 

That was the fírst similarity compared with other abduction rqxnts. (2)

process?), (3) íhc door clcsed behind thcm to reveal no opening. (4) 
There was mind reading and also conversation in a bigh-pitched, sing- 
scng type of voice. (5) Experimeriíaíion with their bodies, (6) taking 
of skin samplcs, (7) famibar description of the aUens, (8) no fingcmails, 
(9) no hair, (10) cye pupils changing fiom horizontal to vertical, (II) 
knowlcdge of the abductee’s medical probkxns witliout bcing told (12) 
Predictions of the future and (13) pramising to retum on a ceriain date 
and not appearing. There are many more such similarrties.

VVednesday, 14th Scpterater, 1994 was an exciting nighl for soulhern 
Africa. Round about 20:50 to 21:05 hours, a pyrotechnic display of 
some magnificeace appeaicd ia tlte almost clcar night skies of tbis pait 
of tbe Coatinent. „, .;, 

Tbe fírst sighLíng seems to have bccn made from Kempton Park, near 
Jan Smuts Airport in Jchannesburg. Radio 702, the commercial radio 
programme in this area, was rccording phone calls from people near to 
the Àìrport, but in actual fact, the lights in the sky were so brilliant and 
so clearly visibie tliat síghttngs started pouríng in from Qoiswana, 
Zarubìa (in the southera area) and Zúnbabwe, covering a túne perìod 
of approx. 10-12 minutes. 

I was first aware that something was going on, when I heard wfaa t I 
thought was a iouá expiosion at 21:04 hours that night I went outside 
immediately, but saw noíhing, and a little laíer on, when my phone 
startod rìngmg with excited reports from all over the countiy, I drove 
in my car with Maria Sullivan ahd my giand-daughter ìanfhe, around 
the northem suburbs of Harare, to sec if anything was happenicg. But 
all was quieí and orderly and even thc dogs were not faarking as 
furiously as they usually do. Later, I learned that ìt was a sonic boom 
as pieces of débris entered our atmosphere. 

Shortly after arrivmg back home, I callcd the night editor of the local 
paper: had he had any reports and what did he think? He toíd me that 
there were dozens of caìls comrng in, but they had alreadv resolved the 
problem. 

It was a raeteorite shower of some maguiíicence and of course, it was 
being seen from several countries. 


I use the MUFON JOURNAL report, fhe Night Sky, given monthly in 
advance by Wíúter Webb, for rcference and there was certainly no 
report of a spectacular meteorite shower in September. StilL, UFO 
investigators are far 'esser mortals than amateur astronomers, so 1 
accepted what I was toìd! However, almost immediately aftenvards 
and certainly for several days rurming, the reports continued to come in 
to me. And íf meteorites they weare, wfaat strangc and unconvcntional 
behaviour! 

The geoeral consensus of opimon was that the lights were preceded by 
a ball of tìre which seemed to have a point to it, with a long tail of 
spaiks. it was of a white or goldish coíour and lit up brilliantly in the 
sky, Some people saw three huge lights at the íront, with smaller lights 
behind; the count of the smaller lights varying from 8 - 20. Many 
reported that the objects were travelling very fast from North to South; 
others that it moved slcwly, and one man actuaily walked along wilh 
it fcr more than a hundred metres. 

There were defmitely a great variety of reports - in fact, so varying that 
1 have decided to pick out sotne of the more graphic from reliable 
wìtnesses and record them here. Mamly, because I feel that not all the 
reports referred to the same objects. And if there was more than one 
object involved, how do we account for the others? What disturhed mc - 
most was that if a report was madf! by an amateur astronomer, traffic 
controlier, or newspaper reporter, it was many times more acceptable 
than if it was matie by a pnvate individuaL, however reliable and 
aeceptable that person inight be. 

For ínstance, the identification of it bemg a meteoritc shower was made 
by an amaleur astronomer in Harare who said, 'It was the most 
spectacular shower of severaì I have seoL* At first, he said, he saw 
only singie meteors but then it hotted up with at least two showers. 
Bigger chunks were breaking up and scaìtering theír fragraeuís. 
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Dr. Eum Nisbet, s Zmbabweam who is Professor of Geology at 
London Ifníversity, was ’working in the Mbenengwa aroa wrth his 
colleagtio Ms. Kathy Silva. They took bearings on the largest li ght 
(which he thoughl tvas a meteorite at the tìrne) from their camp in 
Zvishavans. He said ths laxgest light rose abovc íhe borizon dae Noríh 
of them and disappeared over the horizon about 20 degrees E of S. It 
was about 65 0 to 70° above the east horizon at the highest point of its 
path. Frern the bearings the two wcre able to plot a rough trajectory 
thal showsd the shower was moving along a path angled about 10° 
away froui the north to south line. It took about a minute to cross the 
sky although it sectned íongcr. The event started a few minutes before 
21:00 hours. The fírcball of the large flame was about one-fifth the 
rnoon’s diameter and íhe whoíe shower was contained in a band several 
moon diameters long and one to two moon diameters wide. 

The two scientists thought the sonic boom was two to four minutes later 
(it was 21:04 on my watch in Harare). Tbis would suggest the debris 
was at least 50 lon high artd could have been even higher. Dr. Nisbet 
saw Ihe debris as white, turning orange as the path neared tbe horizon, 
while Ms. Silva saw definitc shadcs of deep orange. They both said 
the light faded afcrupUy and this made therii wotìder if thc meteors 
couid have skipped out of the Earth’s atmosphexe. (This information 
appeared m THE HERALD, Harare, Zimbabwe, on the 1 T h Sept

By this time I had received dozens of calís and the stories madc me re- 
thinJk the meteor identiiícation, particularly the calis from Lake Kariba, 
the largcst man-made lake in southem Alrica. This is situated in thc 
NW comer of Zimbabwe, and apart from fonning a series of wonderful 
hoLiday resorts for local people and tourists, ìt also pravtdes a lucralíve 
fishing industry, supplying ffesh fish (frcsh-water Bream and Kapenta - 
a small fish not unltke a sardine, which is sun-dried and an excellent 
source of protein for the people). There are rnany boats on Kartba, 
Érom small powercd speedboats to largc passenger pleasure craíl 
Many of the sightings were made fiom the decks of these. 


One pcrson, in charge of a radio nerve centrc for most of the boats on 
Kariba, said that the Kapenta fishermen who operate at night, had seen 
a very bright Hght with two side ligjhts, travellkig slowly. There was no 
sound. The lighí was orangey-red wiíh tails* traiìing behind. The 
movement was to the S/SE. 

The Warden-in-Charge at Matusadona National Park said tfae light was 
above the tree line, and he watched it for 214 minutes. Steve Edwards, 
of Karíba Bream Farm, took a video of the light but it did not reveal its 
true identity even with this. 

Alexander L saw ihe object from the Cutty Sark Hotel, at about 21:00 
bours. Appearing over the horizon, he saw an object moving from 
North to South. There was a group of lights with orange streamers or 
tails behind them. Thcre was a daric, almost black centre with about 14 
lights flashingaround it. It was the size of Alexander’s thumbnail when’ 
held at arm's length and took more than a mintrte to pass cver, 
travelling very Fast. He could feei a definite vibratìon ffora the object

Other people thought it was an aircraft on fire, flying very low as 
though about to crash! Tbe lights were extremely bright and movcd 
slowly, similar to the speed of a Boeing 747. These observers invotved 
an aircraft pilot and the MD of a LargeZimbabwean company. 

A fiiend of mine, Jo Hcnsman, was on shore when she dectded to go 
aboard the family sailing-boat. They had been havriig a barbecue oo 
the b&'di alongside theìr boat, when Jo borrowed her husband’s 
powerful torch (Cashlight) to go aboard. It had a compiicated 
mechanism for the on-off switch. As Jo moved towards the boat she 
could suddenly see this íight in the sky; it looked like a small plane, but 
what shook her most of all was that it was coming dirccliy towards her. 
She could feel the panic rising and realising that her flashíiglit was still 
on and that she couldn't switch it off quickly, she was sure that 
whatever it was, was attracted by the briliiant lightin her liand 
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Immediately, she hid it íjdiind her back and walched with rehef as the 
' object tumed away and, fcUowing thc trce-line, went off along tbe l»k«

An excellent observation was made by Rex Taylor of Kariba Yacht 
Safarìs, from the dsck of the CuOy Sark HoteL Rex sarys. It appeared 
' in the northem sky at about 20:15 (I am atnazed at the discrepancy in 
times: either watches were not working properly which I fínd diCQcult 
! to believe, or this bears out a theory of mine where UFOs [as in alien 
spacecraft] affect Time). At first it seemed like a rocket, buf in seconds 
’T could sec it was not. The fiery tail emitting sparks and a faint trail, 
;J ví’as accompanied by a row of green lights and a second, smalìer rocket. 

The green lights were in a regular pattem, almost like a seríes of 
■ Windows ìit from within. There was no noise. The object was 
traveliing on an approximate heading of 195 "(magnetic) - say 188° 
írue.

T madc these measurements mentaliy at the tùne and checked out the 
heading the following moming with an accurate compass; I used my 
arm (600 mm) to estimate the 'size', fore and aft, 300 mm It was 
impossible to guess at the altitude. There were two aviators in thc 
group with me, and we eoncluded that bccause therc was no noise, it 
had to be on the very edge of our atmosphere. Thìs was boine out by 
the inforrnation we beard the following day that it had beea seen as far 
south as Johannesburg.

All the folla'wmg reports were made from Bulawayo and I am mdebted 
to Vivienne Pascoe Íot several of these. She bas reafly been a mine of 
information on these sightings, and I am most appreciative of ber 
assistance. 


Mr. P. Patel said it 'moved at the speed of an aeroplane'. He also 
coramented that it was 'a white, candle eolour', and that it was flying 
low. His observation was madc at 20:55. Mr Patei of Suburbs, 
Bulawayo, saw thís objcct from his balcony. There was one large 
object in front, moving at the speed of an aircraft. It was seen for 
approx. 60 seccmds. It was followed by smaller objects which. looked 
Uke a tail, ot arrow. The large object was huge, bigger and brighter 
than those following. It loofced round, and yet square at the saBfle 
time. It was not too high and quile low. 

At the same rim e (20:55), as some workcrs m Bulawavo witnessed the 
iights, the nose appcared to be dipping.

One mimite later, at 20:56 bours, Wayne Morgan, Bulawayo, says: 1 
was outside our house in Tegela when í saw something in flames in the 
sky to thc east of the house. At first I'thùught it was a plane on fíre but 
when ilgot nearer, it was too big and too low to be an aeroplane. There 
was ito sound asit passed. ít was large, wiih slar-like objects following 
behind, and was moving very slowly. It disappeared from sight behind 
some high flats behind the faouse, moving from NorthtoSouth.' - 

Brett Ding, said, 'It was not very high, and travelling fairly slowly and

Samantha Peck said, This thmg, whatever it was, was beautiful. It had 
a circular-shaped bright light as the leader, and behind it were tails of 
lighl in beautiful colours: green, orange and yeltow. It : nM)ved slowfy 
and looked as if it was just above the house. Thc amazing thmg is that 
it moved absolutely silently.’ 

The most vivid and accurate descriptìon came from Vivienne Pascoe, 
a teacher, of Butawayo: ’At 20:54 on the niglit of Septerober I4* 11 ,1994, 
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as I walkcd out of ra> cottage door which faces North, I saw ao 
enormoiis object with flashing, slimmering, smeary lights, moving low 
in the night sky It made absoìutely no noise and was heading Soufch 
towards the Matopo HÌiSs. f 

She viewed tìie whole incident over a períod of 75 secands, moving 
silaitly &om the North, curvùig East untíl finaliy it tumed South until 
outof sight. 

'A faint outìmc of a basic Zeppelm-type sbape was visible behind thc 
vcry bríght front golden light; the white, bríght lights to the rear of the 
head golden light, at the very rcar, were mvríads of tiny lights, like 
satelSites, which sparkled at intervals, of a red, grcen, blue and yellow 
mixture. 

'Af no time duríng this sightíng did the object increase or decreáse its 
speed, hut moved steadily. Itwas low onthe horizoiyyet still distant 
At nothne did tt appear to resemble any aircraft; its very size precludcd 
it being an aeroplane, being approximately five or six timcs the size of 
aJumbojet,' 

LapraTolley of Bulawayo was driving home and stopped to watch the 
wonderui array of Ughts ìn the sky. Át first she thought it was an 
aircraft on fire, about to crash. It was, she estimated, between 200-300 
ft up. It ìooked like a nose-cone, with an orangey-red colour and littìe 
lights surrounding it. It was flying at tree-top hcigbt, in level fiight, and 
then appeared to come down lower. 

A report from F.C.Cloete of Fort Rixon, noted that the object was oval- 
shaped, travelling fairly siowly, about 50 mctres up towards trce-top 
level Then it rose higher. There werc two large Ugbts in front, Jike 
headligbts.

repoit, from Zvishavane, was that at 20:55 hours they saw the object 
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Mrs C. Laing of Bcatricc repcrted that several of hcr workers saw the 
object pass over. Plugic was scared and thought it was the end of the 
world. Rubert thoughl it was the coming of Jesus. 

Sarah Snit, of Darwendaíe, said that 10 ofher fana workers fhnnght jt 
was fireworks from a plane arriving with the President of fihana who 
was coming into Zhnbabwe on that day. There were two very big 
iights ia front and then two or three round Iights at the side, with one 
ligbt at tte rear. It was a siivery colour like the stars, about IV 2 Km 
long. Hei 18-month old baby was very distressed by the flashing lighrc 
Tbere was a strongwind as the lights passed over. 

Onc of the most interesting reports was the one produced by C.H. 
Alexander of Harare. Mr Alexander was with Civil Àviation for nearly 
five years, and is conversant with various types of aircrafl. He has 
sevèra! Certificates and Djplomas regarding Fire Engineers ssd Fire 
Prevention and Ccsitrol pertaining to aireraft. 

On the 14* September, Mr Alexander was with a friend when they 
sighted whaí they fclt was an aircrafl in trouble. He saìd it was similar 
to a widerbodied aìrcraft such as a Boeing 747 Jumbo. He says, 'Thcrc 
was a cluster of small whiie lights extendìng across thc fusdage from 
one wing to the other; it was moving from N to S as if to land on 
Runway 06 at Harare Airport. There were no signs of aviation K ghta 
and there was no engine scxmd. The altìtude was tow: about 20 mctrcs 
above tree-top level.’ As the object moved away, they noticcd an 
emission of bright sparks accompanied by streaks of spittmg flamc. 

The sparks were disintegrating from the area above the fuselagc and 
nearer to the cockpít, The sparks werc continuous and trailing off 
towards the tail of the aircraft. Mr Alexander's impression was of a 
blast fumace as found in the smoke box of a stcam loctanotìvc having 
spark arrestors to restrict thc large volume of sparks lrom escaping 
through the chimney. Puzziing was thc sightìng of a bright ball of fire 
in continuous íìame on the left-wing enginc 


Mr Atexander points out that, should an aircraft engine catch on fíre, 
the plane will circle ih close proximity to an airport runway after first 
decantìng its cntìre fuel supply, with the engincs switched off. The 
entìre observation was for a period offive minutes. Mr Alexander was 
certain this was not a meteor as it flew in level flight during his 
sightisg. He also feels that if it was the nose cone of a Russian sateflite, 
it was ceitainiy metailic and suggested that it was made of a) 
Duralamìn, b) Alclad, c) Magnesium. These matenals, he says, are 
uscd for skin surfaces.

A report from fìrian Auchlerlonie (20) of Newlands, Harare, said the 
bright light came out of the clouds at 70°, witb two streaks coming out 
behind. It had a red tinge and a white tinge. It fiew right overhead and 
had a flat base of a dull metallic grey. 

Mukurawo Jcnási wrote an intriguing snd speculatìve letter. He ssys 
'Some claimed that it might be a meteor. To my surprise, so-called 
sciaiíists saidit mighí bc an American/Russian Spacccraft; are tbey not 
the ones who said tbe planel Jupiter will collide with another planet? 
My suggcstion is that these are rubblcs of stones that were scattered all 
over. Thesc scieotists nuist bear this in niind; tfaey want to praisc the 
Americans and Russians because of tfaeír advanced technology. To 
pnove this I havc some rough diagrams about the thing. 

Also people wiínessed it going in difTercní dírections. . 

'In Dzivaresekwa (an outìying Harare suburb) we saw it going from 
NE-SE and m Mabelreign (another suburb) tlicy saw it going in anothcr 
directìon, and people in Concession saw a diflerent objcct from what 
we saw, here in Harare So, I want to say this is harmiess mbbic that 
came from the colhsion that occurred in August and these did not fall 
on our planet Earth.

Tne two brigítt hghls in front wcre white, changing to an orangey 
colour towards the bcdk. It was enormous. Twenty witnesses watched 
it for severai minutes: 

AUan Doek of Mutare, verified what Mrs Haye had reported, but he 
thought it was a meteorite right from the he ginning He felt ìt was vety 
big and very bright; it wasn't conaing down, but raoving towards 
Moíainbique. Itfaadawhiteglowwithaglowingtaii. 

Mr Odo.nco, also of Mutare, thought it was a meteor brcaking up. An 
incredibiy bright white light fadmg ìnto orange and red (West to Easí 
exact bearing). About 15° above the horizon, abovc tree-top level 


The incredible point to me is that alíhough most of the reports are 
simttar, it seems that the witnesses are viewing two or three diífeent 
objects. The main sightìng seems to be of a cone-shapcd cbject; 
perhaps more than one largc object, followed by numerous smaller 
lights iike stars. On that partìcuiar nigbt there was quite a bit of 
cumulus ctoud about and tbe object was not seen until it came below 
the levelof the cloud. At this position, the sky was ciear, and the object 
quite brilhant 

At first, the a str ono m ers were adamant that this was a 'spectacular 
meteorite showor', but fhis diagnosis was soon reviewed when 
Professor Nisbet reached England and visited the Royal Observatoay 
near London. On the 26/27* August, the Russians sent up a saleliite 
and the nose cone was jettisoncd on the 14* September, its trajectory 
taking it over southem Africa. We have since heard that a piece of this 
came down over Karoi, north-west of Harare; and a second stoiy to say 
that portions came down in a river in Chokwe, Mo^ambique. 

At the same tìme, I have heard a report that one of the pilots at Air 
Zimbabwe said their Johaimesburg-Bulawayo-Harare plane on the 14th 
September was about an hour ìato. Nwmally, tlic landing tíme is about 
20:00 hours in Harare, so an hour later would bring it into linc with the 
time tbe object was sighted, 

My third conjecture, and I know it's onc which will all too readily be 
dismisscd by Ihe majority, is that it was an unknown craft and not of 
our Earth. I know that whatever UFOs are, they seem to have an 
insatiable curiosity about what we are doing when it is something they 
do not understand. In the MUFON JOURNAL (Jan. 1989) there is a 
report of the testing of a dummy Àtlas missile ìn 1964 near Big Sur on 
the Califomian coasf The pìiotographer (Bob Jacobs, Ph.D) set up a 
photographic unit at a vantage point where fhe missile could be tracked 
on 35 mm film When he had fimshed thc photography, he and his 
crew were satìs fi ed thaí they had a gpod and clear shot of the míssile. 
Jacobs took it to Vandenberg Air Foree Base and the laboratory there. 
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Subscquently, be was seait for by Majcr Mansmann where they mn the 
fílrr títrough for him. He watched the dumrrry warhead sailing atong 
beautifuUy about 60 miiss up ic the sky, when suddenly an object fiew 
into fhe frame frora left to righí. It manoeuvered around the missile 
(fiying at 18 000 mph) aod scnt out fcur distinct flashes. The flashes 
were intensc and caused thc I.O. tube to fonn a halo around the spot 
The shape of the object was srmilar to a UFO. Sabsequently, the 
waihead malfunctioned md tranbled out of orbit. The Major made it 
clcar that this matter should not be talked about to anyone. Jacobs 
decíded to 'come out of the closet' about this incident in 1982. 

1 am convinced that there are many more incidents of such a nature and 
of which we are not aware. (1 kuow of two óthers!) 

The message from tbe alicns appears to be that we are destroying Earth 
and its environment and that this is laying us open to some considerable 
darigcr regarding the fisture of the Eaith. 

Dr. John Mack, of Cambridge Hospital attached ío the Harvard Medical 
School, feels that we are part of an overall cosmic involvement and that 
the aliens, cr whoever they are, cannot acccpt our dcstroying Earth, part 
of the overall cosmic picíure.

Ruwa, Zimbabwe 

Friday, September 16*, 1994, was a beautiful day. Clcar and wann, 
with the sun bright in an intenscly bluc sky. By 10:00 a.m. it was 
beaxurag quiíe tiot and when the chiidren at Aricl Pririiary School were 
let out for their mid-moming break, they ran out shouting and calling 
to one another in the sheer joy of being fìee for at least half an hour. 

The teacbers were all in the staff-room for the weekly teachcrs meeting 
and the only other adult on the school premises was Mrs Alyson 
Kiikman, a phy s iotherapist, who wasvdluntarily running the Tuckshop. 
Shortiy aflcr 10:00, a fevr of Ihe children noticed something strange. 
Beyond ttwàr playgrouad, which was dotted with several clumps of 
trees, the rest beìng mostly cleared ground, tiiere was a bush area. The 
groirnd there belonged to the school and although attempts had been 
tnaA> to clear and level it, it really was Still rough land: long grass with 
thom and other indigenous bushes, trees growing in higgledy-piggjedy 
fashian, and undergrowth thick and heavy enough to hide a ckild 
should he venture there. .■

Mrs Kirkman told me that whes íhe children camc ranaing into the 
Tuckshop, talking excitedly about 'a small man running around with a 
band around his hyad and a (sne-pieco suit', she was totaily scepticaì 
Perhaps, she said, they were bying to get her out of the Tuekshop 
where thcrc were sweets, cakes and of course the Tuckshop nioncy 
She refused to leave the shopi Her chitd, Fifi (10), later told ber that 
they had seeo a gmnll whitish object land about 100 metres from where 
she was. It glowed. It then came closer and had a sort of golden 
colour. Some of the children were hysterical 
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ln the meantime, out of the 250 dnldren at the schooL, more than 60 
were now witnesses to ac extraordìnary eveot. As they watched, they 
ssw ahovt íhree or four objects camisg into the rough bush area. The 
light froni the objects was so briglt, ìt was difScult to discem a shape, 
aìthough several of the cMdren saw disc-like objects coming in aiong 
the power lines and finally landing m the rough, among the trees. 
There was one large object and two or three smaller ones They conld 
also hcar a whirring noise and see a bright white, silverish light coming 
froin tlie objecls. The children were áU a little bit afraid, although they 
wcre also curious. 

Guy G.(l I), one of the more artìcnlate reportcrs, said, 'I was excited at 
Grst but then I saw ooc of the smaíler boys crying and when I asked 
him why, he said he was afraid. Then I also bccame afiraid.' 

Tatià N, said the light was a golden, shiny object with a Uttle light 
switching on and off. When shc first saw H, it was Uke a pencil in the 
sky with a shiny ligiit at the back, There w«e many descriptions, but 
Colin Mackie, the Headmaster, had tbe presence of mind to get aU the 
children back into their classrooms, asking thcm to draw what they had 
seen. A fascinating array of drawings appeared and there werc many 
differences in tbe craft. Most of the older (12-year-old) boys saw legs 
like trnes dug into the ground; but in some cases they wcre more 
unusual. In one picture the Icgs were like spiders' legs, something 
which I had beard of several tunes in previous cases (See Megan 
Quezet Case, Mindatore, South Africa, in IJFO AFRICAN 
ENCOUNTERS). 

Where the drawmgs were most consistent werc in the descriptions of 
the small entity the children had seen enicrge fiom the craft. 

He was approximately one mctre tall, dressed in a shiny one-piece 
black suit similar to a wct suitMe had tong black hair and a large 
head. 1 One girl interviewed by the SATV, said he had amis and legs 
like a human being, but his head was larger than a nonnai head. 
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Also, he had these big, black, slantìng eyes. 

One older giri (12) said she could not see very weU, but the nose was 
smaU, and the mcuth was a small, straight lise. Hawever, the eyes 
were very big and slanting (this was ináicatod with her hands forming 
an elongated 0). 

Guy G., ìllustratmg the eyes, showed them iow down on the cheeks, 
and slanting upwards, very large and dark. Guy, who was self-assurcd 
and thcmost articulate [of those interviewed], said he had just come out 
to thc plavground when he saw the children all swarming around at the 
bottom of the playground, so he ran down to see what was going on. 
He saw a craft jn among the trees. He said it was striped black and 
green and pòintod to his drawing of it He then saw a small man (about 
one metre tall) get out and walk across the terrain parallel to the 
playground. He could see the lìttìe man was drcsscd in a black, shiny 
suit (like a skin diving suit); that he had long black hair and bis eyes, 
which seemed lower on the cbeek than our eyes, were large and 
elongated Thé mouth was just a slit and ihe ears were hardly 
discemible.

'We hac iieard &om Jchn Miick that he was proposing to make a tnp to 
Afiica, investigating Éhe possibility of abductions there. We had 
assurec him that thcre were some cascs, although not in the context of 
the 20í) hs had been deaJing wifti, but we did have Phylhs and Diane in 
Johannesburg, firuce and Irene in Harare, and several others in various 
places. 

What we did not promise was the treruendous importance of the contact 
case of the Ariel School childrm, so this was not only an added banus, 
but an intrig iiing inyestigatien exetcise for John. 

Dr John Mack is Professor of Psychiatry at Cambridgc Hospital, the 
Medical School attached to Harvard University. He is also a writer: his 
most recent book being ABDUCTIONS, in which he lists and records 
13 cases he has examined in dcpth with hypnotherapy. He won the 
Pulitzer prize for his biography of T.E. Lawrence (A PRINCE OF 
DISORDER) but when reading his book ABDUCTIONS, I realised he 
had a lot more publicatioas to his credit as well, such as 
NIGHTMARES AND HUMAN CONFLICT, THE ALCHEMY OF 
SURVTVAL (with Rita Rogers), etc, etc, 

Here tben, is a man who is not ouìy opcn-minded and prepared to listen, 
buí an acadcmic of some standing. And one who has risked his 
credibility with his colleagues to come out and-say he bclieves the 
experiences of abductees are very real indced. 

When he arrived, it was a red-letter day for Zimbabwe, and eaí licr on, 
for South Àfrica too, where he had spoken and answcred many 
questions on Radio 702 in Johannesburg, He had, far too briefly, becn 
on AGENDA, a South African Telcvision programme which folíowed 
the news, with Credo Mutwa (a famous African healer and Mcdicinc 
Man, and an aìleged contaclec He ís also a writer, INDABA MY 
CHILDREN being one of Ms best known books).

Fortumiteiy, in Zimbabwc there was more media time and John 
appeared on two radio and oue TV programme The response was 
tremendous: we had not previously had someone of his caiibre here 
and hc was hoth refreshing and highly mfonnatíve. On Wednesday, 
30* NovembCT 1994, he gave a taik at a iocal Sports Club, and we drew 
over 300pecple when we had thouglH we wouid be lucky to have 150+-. 
The questions put to him by the audieoce were mostly intelligenr and 
disceming; 1 think, had timc aUowed, we would have been there aU 
night! 

John then spent two days at Ariel School in Ruwa with the children, 
aged frcrni six to 12\13. He also spoke to the Headmaster, Colin 
Mackie, the teachers and somc of the parents. These were days fíllad 
with exciting revelations fix him and iús feUow researcher, Dcsninique 
Callimanopulos. John was ablc to get tJhrough to parents and teachers 
and convince them that evea ìf thcy did not believe the chUdren, it was 
countcr-productive to accuse them of lying Listen and thmk abouí 
what they were saying, he advised. A suggestion which should be 
adopted by most sceptics. His particular interest in ctúld psychiatry 
was aiso of great use during the questioning and many formra' hidden 
memories came to hght, somcthing John is sure to màke pubiic when 
he has Iiad a chance to re-assess his interviewing. 

For me particuiariy, it was a pleasure to speak to John and Dominique 
at such a high level. UFO ìnvestigators in places like Afnca lead a 
rather Ìoodty existence, I cao count on my one hand those with whom 
I have a reaiiy súmuiatmg rapport: panying, thrusting, believing, 
disbeiieving. Apart from my Asst Editor, Maria Sullivan and 
investigator Girnter Hofer, there are few who are dedicated cnough to 
quote cases, chaptsr aud verse, tune and place, the essentìal details of 
the whole subject.

The next 
day, it was bone dry. The plug waa stiU in place. There was no sign of 
leakage and no tracks to suggest anyone had bcen ncar the tank. 

Two days later, reports of flashing lights brought scores of reporíers 
and UFO spotters to the area. 

Heathér said: "We never told of what happened to our water tank 
because my husband thought people would laugh. Tbe oníy 
explanation I can think of, is that a UFO took it.

On the way 
they had spotted a large fclue tight which seemed to be hovering in the 
trees. A.abrcy dsscribed it as a large bubble with a skárt. It was giving 
o£F a high-pìtched hummmg souud and he cstimated its size to be about 
150 ft (50 metres) in diameter. As they rnoved closer to the object, the 
car went dead. The object then moved away and the car came back to 
life. 

They then decided to follow the object, whereupon the car went dead 
agam 

On looking up, Aubrey was surc he saw a figure iooking at them 
through whathe thought was a window. He then said he sort of blinked 
and noticed the object had gone and his car lights were verv dim. 

On the drive inío Selukwe they both felt vciy nauseous and sick, with 
Áubrey complaining of a severc pounding in his head. 

The two friends stayed at Mr R.’s house until midnight, when they had 
calmed down sufficiently to contmue horne. 

Mr R. is an amateur astronomer and has an extensive knowledge of the 
Universe and the sky at night. In fact, Aubrey used to call him *the mad 
professor' because of his earty morning trips with his telescope to go 
star-gazing. 

Mr R gave the rmpression that he had a vcry limited knowicdge of the 
UFO subject, even to the Roswell case which he had never hcard of. 
Aubrey was an clectrìcian with Selukwe Mine at the time and is now in 
South Afìica, whereabouts unknown. 


Hovvever, his parents are stìll in Bulawayo and the UFO Group there 
are trying to trace the two men Uirough Mr R. 

At thc time, both mcn refrised to ta!k about the mwttpr or report it for 
fear of ridicule.

Some time ago I had a chance tc spcak to a maa, Jason, from Chegutu 
who saw a carinthe bushwhich took offittfiront ofhis eyes. He does 
not recall exactly what time it was but it was certaialy vciy early in íhe 
moimng, before 4 a.m. He told me that he was at a place where there 
was a dirt road about 200 metres from where he was. From the road, 
he suddeniy heaid a sound aud then saw a blinding light come out of 
the hortzon onto the road At first, he said, he thought it was a car or 
a heavy vehicle but the intense light and the mystorious, persistent 
rumble he could hear, was unlíke any vehicle hè had èver heard bcfore. 
He said he was furíher baffied when the objecí lifred off the road and 
slarted darting about a little above the ground, seemingly among the 
few trees near to him, until it just took off with amazing velocity 
straíght up and was out of sight in a macter of minutes. 

He recalled seeing the object as iarge, streamlined and glowing in 
yeilow lighí witlr a prominent bimding white iight in its dircction of 
movement. He mentioned that altÌLOugh the noise hc heard was not 
very loud, it seemed to disturb the ground and caused tremors even 
when it was in íhe air. The mrnbling^ he said, pcrsisted for a few 
seconds after the object was out of sight. Àccordmg to Jason, he was 
right in fironl of it when it left the road. He was standmg still because 
he had a tremendous shock. He was also afrmd of what he had 
seen. He remained whcre he was unt.il the object was out of sight. 
Some people told thís man that he had seen 'visitors from the world of 
spirits', whiie others told him it was someone practising magíc. I tried 
to explain to bitn about UFOs, but he had never hèard of them and 
insisted that it was either a spìrit or somè magic.

The shapc was rather blurred bccausc of tbe brilliancc of the Ught It 
was largc and in the generál shape of a traditionai African pot, with a 
white, lighted cap. I think this is what made Jasoo believe it was magic 
of sotne sort He pointed out that the 'triangular' marks on the cap were 
darker than the other parts; the lower parts brìghter and the cap itself 
was the source ofthe promincnt lighl. 

The noise Jason heard was a 'rumbling hum' when it was further away, 
and a biastmg sound when cìosct.

It certainly makes us here at UFO AFRINEWS Headquarters feel 
better, for we too have been conftonted by abduction cxpcriences in tbe 
last few years and not quite sure whether we should stick wíth the 
critical disdain of our British cousins, or go along fully with our 
American allics. 

Whatevex elscthis book might show, it certainly does not go overboard. 
The case is clearly ststcd - some totaUy new, others quickly 
recognizabSc - then it is analvsed in an extrcmeíy fair way, showing the 
pros and cons of each case, and yet not ntaking any definitive statement 
as to whal could have happened. In other words, ’it’s up to you, mate, 
to make the final decision.’

One of the beíter cases was that of Philip Spcnccr (pseudonym), a 
former policc oonstable, who took a short cut home ovcr ILkley Moor 
on a blustery, dull winter's moraing. On top of a hill, he became aware 
of a humming sound and when he glanced about him, hc saw a strange- 
lookìng 'green' crcature some 16 metres (50 ft) away. 


He could tell it wasn't human atthough it had two long aims, two legs 
and a head. With great presence of mind, Philip quickly took out his 
camera and phrtographed the creature. The picture, mdntM anvwg 
scvcral ilJustrations, is not realíy all that clear, feut being ínvoived with 
Ufology, we know only too well how difficult it is to obtain clear 
pictures when reacáons and photo-taking have to be done in a matter 
of momcnts, and traumatic ones at that!

Pitìlip then chased the creature and was shocked to find a strange object 
at the base of a hollow, emitting the humming sound. It comprised two 
silver saucer-shaped díscs, wclded togcther. The humming then rose 
to a erescendo and the object shot straight into the clouds. Confused 
and not a little shaken, Philip cut short his joumey and made for Hkley. 
And then he saw the Town Hall clock! It was 10:00 a.m. when he felt 
it should have been no morc than 08:15 - what had happeMd to those 
one and threc-quarter hoùrs? 

Subsequentiy, PhiEip underwent hypnosis and an abduction expenence 
was recalíed. We fccl that hypnosis is all very weil and many gpainínp 
contacts anerge, but tberc is no doubt also that it all arises from the 
subconscious memories sustained over a period of years and one event 
could easily be contammated by anothcr. Wbilst not being agains t 
hypntKÌs (used freely by Budd Hopkins, Dr David Jacobs and Dr John 
Mack, and certainly prevalent tiiroughout Raymond Fowler's THE 
ÀLLAGASH ABDUCTIONS), one lias to trcat this type of materiaJ 
with some cautioiL Too many ufologists accept hypnosis withoul

The Day family of Aveley is one of thc betta-known abduction cases; 
nevertheless, one oeeds reliable references (especiaìly thosc who are 
researchmg) and the book details the story in an easily restraincd 
manner. The interestmg factor here, we believe, ìies in the articulatc 
way in which John Day repoited on his expcríenccs. He was not a 
weil-educated man, andyethe could speak non-stop for 15-20 mmutes 
wfaen asked to do so by thc intcrviewer. 
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This ixwk also chfonicies ihe usual eveats precedmg a UFO 
experieacc: a strange light or noise, witnesses iti isolated places, 
malfuoction of one's vehicle, arriving in the craft (usually with no 
recollsction of getttog thcre), several aliem inside thc craft, acd tfasn 
thc exa,Tnnation and message.
